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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: independent claim 14 was discussed in view of the above prior art 
references, and the applicants' representative discussed how locating the swirl vane of JP 2002-239690 inside the 
nozzle of JP 8-39214 would lack motivation to combine, with JP 8-39214 containing the CaO/MgO refractory layer 
covering the entire nozzle. Although no distinct decision was reached, the examiner stated that use of the swirl vane 
taken alone would have motivation, but perhaps not in combination with the limitation "forming at least a part of said 
wall surface upstream of said swirl vane" set forth in independent claim 14, and suggested that the rejection could 
either be maintained or withdrawn upon further analysis of a complete translation of JP 2002-239690, in which the 
examiner provided the web address for the Japanese Patent Office site for review. The applicants will likely file an 
after final response by the 2 month deadline of July 9, 2007.
